A VALUABLE INYBHTION.— A trial of 


Nevins' New York Horse-Hoe and Potato- 
Digger took place on Saturday afternoon, 
in a newly-enclosed field at the weitsrn 
extremity of the oity, between the track 
of the Union & Titnsville Railroad and 
tbe Holliday bridge. Several farmers and 
gentlemen who are interested in fanners' 
implementa were present, also one of oar 
reporters. The machine was invented and 
patented by Mr. Wm. Nevins, of this oityl 
and he appeared very desirous to allow the 
implement to stand on its own merits. 
The experiment on this occasion was con- 
fined to planting potatoes, lh« ground 
having previously been plowsd and har- 
rowed. The potatoes were planted and 
covered np as fust the borcee could walk, 
and at regular intervals along tbe furrows. 
One hundred and one square rods were 
thus planted in forty-five minutes, in the 
most perfect manner, whiuh is equivalent 
to about one sere an hour. Erery one 
present was struck with the extreme sim- 
plicity of the machine, and the perfection 
of its work. 
It is estimated that it 


will do the work of fifteen men, and has 
raised larger crops per aere of ground than 
has ever been accomplished by hand or 
•ny other way. 
Mr. Nevins will give the 


farmers of this locality another opportun- 
ity of witnessing the operation of his 
machine to-day at three o'clock, at the 
name place. He also proposes to make a 
present of fifty dollars, or one of his 
machine*, to any man who can raise as 
large a crop by any other mode of tillage, 
as he will do by the use of this Tery simple 
and economical implement. The same 
machine is capable of hoeing all crops at 
the same rapid rate as planting, and of 
also planting corn, beans, etc., etc.

The question of compulsory education 


of children in receiving attention in all 
parts of the sountry, and the benefits and 
disadvantages aro bring thoroughly dis- 
cussed. It is thought the bill lately in- 
troduced in our Legislature, requiring, 
among other things, the attendance at 
school during six months of the year of 
all children between tho ages of seven and 
fonrlssn years, hat not bsen drawn with 
that caution necessary in such an import- 
ant measure. It is contended that it is 
doubtful whether, in onr climate at least, 
children are not more hurt than benefitted" 
by being put to books at to tender au age 
as seven, and many competent observers 
have declared their conviction that the 
tasks which a child ii forced to learn be- 
fore its mind n tolerably mature, adds 
nothing to its mental growth, but tend 
rather to retard its physical powers. 


The hill providing for a geological sur- 


vey of the State has been indefinitely post- 
poned by a decisive majority. McJunkin, 
of Vensngo, and Stone, of Warren, advo- 
cated the passage, and there is no doubt it 
wonld have been of great practical benefit 
to ths oil region. 


Tho following is an extract from Mr. 


Stons'i able speech in favor of the bill. 


The laws governing the deposits of 


coal knd iron have been determined and 
pretty accurately applied to many locali- 
ties, and there is no reason, po far as I can 
learn from scientific men, why oil deposits 
cannot bo determined with perhaps equal 
certainty. Ignorance of those principles 
and laws, as determined by geological in- 
vestigation, haa occasioned tho unneces- 
sary waste of much labor and capita!. 


Why, in a certain section, not long ago, 


a number of men had found a black de- 
posit. Tbey thought there was coal ia the 
vicinity and invested their money to find 
it. The deposit which they discovered, 
thinking it an indication of coal, was be- 
low the carboniferous* formation, so that 
instead of going down they ought to have 
gone np. They were below instead of above 
the coal formation, and a little geological 
knowledge would hav* saved the money 
which they lost 


Thd oil regions of Pennsylvania, which 


ten years ago gave to the country but 
about one hundred thousand barrels a 
year, in-I860 produced four million two 
hundred thousand barrels. 
Oil during 


that year was a source of income of forty- 
three million of dollars. That ia almost 
entirely a Pennsylvania resource. 
I 


bsliavs that but one-tenth of the oil pro- 
duced comes from outside of onr State. 
Ths carrying of that product yielded quite 
a handsome revenue to tbe State last year. 
When we consider the fact this oil, when 
refined, ia one of our chief articles of ex- 
port, and brings into our country forty or 
fifty million dollars annually, I nay that 
there is necessity for this survey. The 
State should properly understand and de- 
velop this great resource. We have never 
had any favor shown it by the State, ex- 
cept in the levying of taxes. Tlio Oil 
Producers' association has passed resolu- 
tions asking that souis such law as 
this be enacted by the Legislature, 
and 
they 
not 
only 
fully 
under- 


stand the proper requirements of the oil 
regioni, but they are citiienn whose opin- 
ions and wishes are worthy of respectful 
consideration on any subject A survey 
would be made at a great deal lees expense 
to the State at this time than it can be 
made again. It can be made at, perhaps, 
one-fourth Ices expense; it will properly 
embrace a topographical survey. 
The 


United States coaat survey proposes to 
make a survey, and by careful traingula- 
ttng, to locate every county aeat m the 
State. We have no accurate rn.ip of the 
State, but by this means would obtain 
one, and much of the labor wouid be 
without any expense whatever to the 
Commonwealth. 
Bolides 
geological 


inrveys of the Broad Top regions, aud 
certain other portions of tho co^l and iron 
regions can, an I understand, be placed in 
tha hands of tho State geologist, containing 
information which has been obtained by 
private parties at immense expense. Thei>e 
items wonld diminish tbe expense to the 
State nearly one-fourth. I am not anxious 
to press the past age of this bill at this 
time, and am willing to have it postponed 
till next week, that it may be fully dis- 
cussed by it* friends and opponent", but 
I protest against its indefinite poetpcne- 
ment.
